and even then were rushed to death 


Look over the statistics 
Ten years 


ago, in 1904 there were 1S3 burnt 
sacrifices on the altar of American 
patriotism, while rhe loll of the in- 
jured numbered 3,9S6. In 1905 there 
were 1S2 killed and 
4,994 
injured. 


During the next three jears there was 
a diminution in the number of fatali- 
ties, although the list of the seriously. 
ii'jured showed no decrease. 


Patriotism reached high tide in 


1909, 
when the number of deaths 


mounted to 215, and the injured num- 
bered 5,092. Since then, tlianks to the 
"safe and sane 
Fourth" 
crusaders, 


there has been a notable decrease in 
the 
figures From 131 in 1910, the 


number of deaths dropped to 57 in 
3011, 41 in 1912, and o2 in 1913. Think 
of it! Only thirty-two people killed 


in the entire United States—less than 
one apiece for each of

states. 


And only 1,163 injured! It is probable 
that this jear an even smaller num- 
ber of innocent lads will ricochet over 
the pearly gates on a giant iirperack- 
er Wei! may the old-fashioned patriot 
view \\itn alarm, and inquire, ""What 
is this country coming to?

They expose their faces 
freely to all kinds of weather without 
the protection and curative after effects 
of a good face cream. English people are 
all great eaters of red meats; In fact 
English cuisine Is all heavy and makes a 
strong drain on the digestion, and this 
often results In congested and enlarged 
capillaries of the face.

I once passed a winter there, 
and all it cost me was £1 a week, 
though I leased a fine house and kept 
three servants. For the house I paid 20 
shillings a month rent, while the serv- 
ants were satisfied with 2 shillings a 
week. Mutton cost three halfpence a 
pound. Eggs were a penny a dozen 
and chickens twopence halfpenny each 
The finest of fresh fruit and vegeta- 
bles (in February, too!) were so cheap 
that they were not sold in quantity. 
You got all you wanted for so much 
per week. All 1 required for my house- 
hold cost me 1 shilling weekly. An 
American resident of Antioch told me 
that he and his family lived comforta- 
bly on £35 a year."—Westminster Ga- 
zette.

T the time of the Boer war Joseph 


Chamberlain was referred to as 
the "best hated man on earth.' 
He was bitterly assailed by the 


Liberal and Labor parties in his'owu 
land, he was called a Judas by the 
Irish, ho was universally detested ou 
the continent, the Boers hated him as 
the destroyer of their nation, and even 
the British Conservatives, with whom 
he was then acting, regarded him with 
distrust and deplored his indiscretions. 
In America he was not popular, al- 
though he married an American wife 
and had been described by Gladstone 
as the first of the American school of 
politicians in England. 
Only in the 


colonies was Mr. Chamberlain regard- 
ed with any great degree of favor, and 
this was because of his large concep- 
tion of the British empire and his de- 
sire to exalt the greater England be- 
yond the shores of the "risht little, 
tight little isle." 


The career of Chnmberlaiu is as 


unique as his personality. Starting as 
a 
red republican 
who 
wanted 
to \ 


change the king to a president, to ob- 
literate classes and to give the poor an 
equal chance and an equal voice iu 
affairs, be eiulod by being in all essen- 
tials a Consen uti\ e and an imperialist 
of impoii.ilij.ts. 
Without a university 


education, he grew to be the greatest 
debater in parliament and a potent 
force in the party in which a Cam- 


Joseph Chamberlain wus born In 


London in 1S3G and belonged to a mid- 
dle class provincial family. He had a 
good school education and entered 
early in life his father'*, firm of wood 
screw makers at Birmingham. As soon 
as ho got into politics he became 
noted for his advanced radical opin- 
ions and his ability as a speaker. In 
1S73 
he was made major of Birming- 


ham and was twice successively re- 
elected. 
From this borough he was 


sont to parliament in 1S70. and his 
largo services to Birmingham will not 
soon be forgotten in the midland coun- 
ties. 
Mr. Chamberlain subsequently 


served in the second Gladstone cab- 
inet, but in 1SSU he withdrew from the 
third cabinet of Mr. Gladstone, refus- 
ing to follow him in his Irish policy. 
The same year he was returned to 
parliament as n Liberal-Unionist and 
became the able, shaping leader of that 
?:irty. In Lord Salisbury's third cab- 
net be consented to take office as- the 
secretary of the' colonies, boing con- 
inued in the cabinet of Mr. Balfour.

The first Mrs Clmm.berl.-Hn died in 


two years, and "rtnimmagem Joe" 
took for a second wife her cousin. 
Florence Kenriek. who left him a wid- 
ower after seven years of tixorial de- 
votion. There being no more Kenrickn 
available just then. Knglaml's colonial 
secretary remained alone for thirteen 


with a dark and mysterious look. 
"Come with me." 


He led the young man reporter 


through several corridors and rooms to 
the darkest corner he could find, and 
then, after looking about carefully to 
see that the coast was clear of possible 
eavesdroppers. Chamberlain -whispered 
this piece of information: 


"My friend. I really don't know any-

When Chamberlain was a Liberal he

One instance is yet talked of in 
parliament. It occurred just after the 
return of Lord Salisbury from his ne- 
gotiations with Bismarck. 
Salisbury's 


speeches in the house of commons, so 
it is said, contained a number of "ifs,'' 
••ind this gave the cue to Mr. Chamber- 
lain for one of those retorts which 
raised him iu the forefront of debaters 
During a speech in the house he said: 


"What the honorable gentleman has 


said reminds me of a rime I learned 
from -my nurse: 


"If all the seas were bread and cheese, 


If all the rivers were ink, 


If all the lakes were currant cakes, 


What should we have to drink?" 


In his Sunday school days Mr. Cham- 


berlain wore an eyeglass, but no or- 
chid. He always kept on his hat and 
overcoat and carried 
his umbrella 


while teaching. He was fond of walk- 
ing about the room as he taught, and 
when, as sometimes happened, one of 
the tired factory lads in his class 
showed unmistakable signs of drowsi- 
ness the teacher would point with his 
umbrella to the sleepy boy and say: 
"Good night. Jones! I have no objec- 
tion to your going to sleep, only please 
don't snore." 


Chamberlain was distinguished for 


many things, and one was his aversion 
to other physical exertion than that 
necessarily 
involved in 
making a 


speech. William M. Evarts was asked 
some years before his death what was 
his explanation of bis hale old age. "1 
do not know." he replied, "unless it is 
that I take the least possible physical 
exercise." 
Mr. Chamberlain 
might 


have said the same thing in view of 
his apparent youthfulness at the age 
of seventy. He had no physical diver- 
sions. He disdained exercise. Climb 
ing stairs -\vas an abomination to him. 
He would take a bus rather than walk 
a single block. Here is bis own state- 
ment: 


"I do not eye1-. I do not ride. I do 


not walk when I can help it 
I do not 


-play cricket. I do not play football. 1 
do not play tennis. I do not even play 
golf, which I have been assured is aii 
indispensable condition of statesman- 
ship."
